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Masked men threaten 
staff in raid on bookies 


Slot machines emptied as female 
employee is pushed to the floor

MASKED men threatened staff in a 
terrifying armed robbery at a New¬ 
market bookmakers last week. 

The raid occurred at Coral Book¬ 
makers in All Saints Road at around 
6.30pm on Wednesday. 

Two men entered the building 
through the front door, with one of 
them holding a crowbar. 

They then confronted two female 
members of staff and demanded the 
keys to the slot machines. 

Sallie Ford, an employee, told the 
News: “I am really shaken up.” 

“I thought I was a tough old bird 
but this really hit me hard. 

“I can’t believe it happened and no¬ 
body at 6.35pm saw anything. 

“My manager and deputy manager 
have been the best ever [at support¬ 
ing me].” 

One of the employees was pushed 
to the floor before the keys were 
handed over and the raiders then 


emptied the coins from the slot ma¬ 
chines. 

They then demanded the safe be 
opened, but it has not yet been estab¬ 
lished if anything was taken from it. 

The two men then left the building. 

The suspects are described as both 
having their faces covered, one wear¬ 
ing a balaclava and the other with 
what is believed to have been a ski 
mask. 

Detectives are appealing for any 
witnesses who were in the vicinity 
of All Saints Road between 6pm and 
7pm and who saw two men acting 
suspiciously to make contact. 

A Suffolk police spokesman said: 
“Anyone with any information about 
this crime is asked to contact Bury 
St Edmunds CID on 101 quoting ref¬ 
erence 11855/17, or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 111.”

Fund Me page which raised 
£250 to help cover the costs. 

Meanwhile, a friend back 
in Turkey took Cuma off the 
streets. 

Shelley said: “‘Cuma’ 
means ‘Friday’ in Turkish. 
We named her that because 
she was taken off the streets 
on a Friday.” 

“It cost around £400 to 
pay for Cuma’s vaccinations, 
passport and transport. We 
put half the donations we re¬ 
ceived towards that, and the 
rest went to the charity that 
helped us.” 

In a matter of days, Cuma 
became a very well-travelled 
dog. 


To get home to her new 
family, she was transported 
on a coach from Dalaman to 
Izmir. 

She then flew from Izmir 
to Amsterdam, where she 
boarded a ferry to Hull. 

She finally arrived in New¬ 
market on November 26. 

Shelley said: “She’s prob¬ 
ably better travelled than a 
lot of people!” 

Now, less than two months 
on, Cuma is settling into 
family life in the UK. 

Shelley said her children, 
Grace, 15, and Rhys, 8, “love 
Cuma to bits”. 

“She has gone from one 
way of life in Turkey, where 
she could roam around 
where she pleased, to a com¬ 
pletely different one in the 
UK. 

“She is an amazing dog.

Teens in affray 
are cautioned

FIVE teenagers have been 
cautioned by police after a 
15-year-old boy was beat¬ 
en with a hockey stick by a 
gang last year. 

The five, between the ages 
of 13 and 16, were given 
youth conditional cautions 
for affray last week after the 
assault on Jamie Doran last 
August. 

But Karen Doran, 34, 
Jamie’s mother, believes the 
police caution “won’t stop 
them from doing it again”. 

She also added that Jamie 
had got to deal with the 
memory of the ordeal “for 
the rest of his life”. 

Mrs Doran told the News: 
“It’s good that they got 
something - but I don’t 
think it’ll stop them from 
doing something like that 
again. They’ll carry on.” 

On August 12 last year, 
Jamie had been planning to 
go out with friends near his 
house in Newmarket when 
the bullies cornered him at 


around 6pm. 

He was forced to fight one 
of them and was told that 
if he left, or if his friends 
helped him, it would be 
much worse. 

After reluctantly having 
a one-on-one scuffle, he 
tried to leave, but the group 
chased him across a field 
near to his school, New¬ 
market Academy. 

Mrs Doran, who suffers 
from fibromyalgia, was un¬ 
able to pick him up, and 
he had to walk 20 minutes 
home alone. 

Mrs Doran added: “Jamie 
doesn’t talk about it. He’s 
angry a lot more than he 
used to be, since everything 
happened. He shouldn’t be 
as a kid. But it’s not that he 
can forget it just because 
they’ve been punished for 
it. He’s got to live with it for 
the rest of his life. They can 
do their punishment and 
forget about it can’t they?” 

The group was eventually 
pulled off Jamie when on¬ 
lookers came to his aid. 

The assault left him cov¬ 
ered in bruises and with a 


cut lip. 

The crime was reported 
to Suffolk police on August 
21 . 

Nick Froy, principal of 
Newmarket Academy, said: 
“We have worked closely 
with the police since the 
incident and also provided 
support to the victim. 

“Newmarket Academy 
has a zero tolerance policy 
on bullying and violence of 
any kind.” 

A Suffolk police spokes¬ 
person said: “Five people 
between the ages of 13 and 
16 have been given a youth 
conditional caution for af¬ 
fray. 

“If they breach it they will 
go to court. 

“They will be working 
with the youth offending 
team for a number of weeks. 

“The youth conditional 
caution will last a total of 16 
weeks.”

Village college gets 
top marks in report 


OFSTED inspectors have 
praised the quality of edu¬ 
cation at Soham Village 
College during a recent in¬ 
spection, after the school 
failed to make the grade in 
2015. 

The inspectors revisited 
the school between De¬ 
cember 6 and 7 to rate it 
“good” and in some cases 
“outstanding”. 

Led by John Randall, in¬ 
spectors said the school 
had “improved signifi¬ 
cantly” with disadvan¬ 
taged pupils now “broadly 
in line with all pupils na¬ 
tionally”. 

They also praised the 
new emphasis on academ¬ 
ic standards, noting pu¬ 
pil attainment across the 
curriculum was now “high 
and improving”. 

Staff were praised for 
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improved standards of 
care and a “relentless” 
approach to fostering a 
culture of academic excel¬ 
lence. 

The inspectors added 
the way the school pro¬ 
moted pupils’ personal 
development and welfare 
was now outstanding, in¬ 
cluding the most vulner¬ 
able. 

The report was a far cry 
from the 2015 report - at¬ 
tendance and progress 
made by Year 11 pupils 
was found to be higher 
than the national average. 

Inspectors also found 
pupils and parents were 
supportive of the school. 


“Pupils like their school 
and are proud to be mem¬ 
bers of the school commu¬ 
nity,” the inspectors said, 
adding: “Parents are over¬ 
whelmingly positive about 
the school.” 

Head of School Jon 
Hampson said: “I am par¬ 
ticularly pleased that the 
inspecting team recog¬ 
nised the contribution of 
our students. 

“They are rightly praised 
for their positive attitudes; 
the strength of their rela¬ 
tionships with staff; their 
behaviour; their courtesy 
and their tolerance of oth¬ 
ers’ ideas and viewpoints.” 

In 2015 inspectors had 
rapped staff for failing 
disadvantaged pupils, 
highlighting poor learning 
outcomes and absences, 
“double that of peers”, as 


particular areas of con¬ 
cern. 

A letter was sent to the 
Secretary of State for Edu¬ 
cation calling on improve¬ 
ments to be made, and a 
named governor given the 
responsibility of tackling 
the ailing performance of 
disadvantaged pupils. 

Problems were also ad¬ 
dressed by providing more 
one-to-one support in an 
effort to strengthen the re¬ 
lationship between pupils 
and staff.

Experts join in 
hunt for Corrie 


THE uncle of missing Suf¬ 
folk-based RAF serviceman 
Corrie McKeague said mili¬ 
tary intelligence software is 
helping to narrow down the 
mystery of his whereabouts. 

Corrie vanished on Sep¬ 
tember 24 last year follow¬ 
ing a night out with friends 
in Bury St Edmunds. 

The 23-year-old, who 
is originally from Dun¬ 
fermline in Fife, was last 
spotted on CCTV at 3.20am 
entering a cul-de-sac but 
there were no signs of him 
leaving. 

His uncle, Tony Wringe, 
has said private investiga¬ 
tors with a military back¬ 
ground have been brought 
in to collate information 
and analyse it using special¬ 
ist technology. 

The investigators have a 
background of supplying 
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information to special forc¬ 
es in war zones like Bosnia, 
Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Their services have been 
paid for out of an online 
crowdfunding venture 
which has raised more than 
£50,000 from donors world¬ 
wide. 

Meanwhile, dogs special¬ 
ly trained to find dead bod¬ 
ies have been brought in to 
search for the missing RAF 
serviceman, according to 
his mother. 

Nicola Urquhart, 48, said 
cadaver dogs are being used 
in a bid to find her son. 

However, Nicola main¬ 
tains her son could still be 
alive. 

“It’s with mixed emotions 


that I can let you now the 
police have authorised Suf¬ 
folk Fowland Search and 
Rescue to use cadaver dogs 
in specific areas in the [Bury 
St Edmunds] town centre,” 
said Nicola on Facebook. 

“I will update you once 
this has been completed.” 

Nicola added that a large 
television screen displaying 
pictures of Corrie and CCTV 
images of people the police 
still want to speak to, would 
be driven around Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Police are also renewing 
appeals to find two people 
seen on CCTV in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds at the time of Cor- 
rie’s disappearance. 

A second public search 
for Corrie will take place on 
January 22. More than 60 
volunteers joined in the first 
search on December 17.

Council to fix street lighting issues 


WORK has been scheduled 
to fix street lighting along a 
road in Newmarket. 

Suffolk Highways 
engineers said that damage 
to the lights' connection 
along Willie Snaith Road will 
be fixed within the next few 
months. 

Cllr Robin Millar said: 
"This is a really positive step 
forward. Residents regularly 
raised concerns to me about 
the lack of street lighting 
along this stretch of road. 

"I'm pleased that the 
root of the problem is now 


clear and I am hopeful that 
the works that are being 
planned over the next few 
months will resolve the 
situation." 

The problem is damage to 
the connection at the Tesco 
roundabout. 

Highways engineers 
said the problem had 
occurred over a period of 
time, which was largely 
the result of construction 
and developments along 
Willie Snaith Road. That, 
and associated road 
realignments and service 


connections. 

But the problem will be 
resolved by working out 
from the last available 
column, near to the Yellow 
Brick Road crossing. 

Suffolk Highways 
engineers will use their 
supply chain, which will 
reduce cost and minimise 
further delays. 

There will be disruption 
as a 30m trench must be 
dug, but it depends on 
detailed plans being drawn 
up with other services in the 
road.

Councils need to 
generate cash 

I WAS interested to read Mr Bettley- 
Cooke's letter (News, January 
11) stating that "Councils do not 
exist to operate as a private sector 
business" and of course he is correct. 
We exist to provide services for 
our local residents - services that 
increasingly must be paid for through 
commercially generated income or 
investments, if they are to continue. 

I often hear people say "but that 
is what I pay my Council Tax for". In 
Forest Heath, Council Tax only brings 
in about a fifth of the total funding 
required to deliver valued daily 
services such as waste collections, 
street cleaning, green areas, play 
and leisure facilities, and of course 
housing, to name a few of the visible, 
frontline services. 

The remaining 80 per cent comes 
from Government grants, fees, 
charges, interest and investment 
returns. We have been aware for 
some time that the main Government 
grant will cease to exist in three 
years' time. Therefore we have been 
planning for that eventuality and 
in order to maintain our services 
we have to have an element of 
commercial activity. 

Far from being the 'gamble' with 
tax payers' money that Mr Bettley- 
Cooke claims, the decision to invest 
in Barley Homes (Group) Ltd has 
been a matter of public record 
since before 2015 and will put 
Forest Heath District Council, St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council and 
Suffolk County Council in control by 
generating essential income. 

That income will come from the 
councils' investment in Barley Homes 
in the form of dividends generated 
by the commercial activities of the 
separate private sector company, 
Barley Homes (Group) Ltd, who 
are the developer. And commercial 
sensitivities must be protected in 
order to be legally compliant and to 
ensure our tax payers get the best 
deal. 

Mr Bettley-Cooke will spot local 
authorities making more of these 
kind of decisions in future, in fact a 
recent survey has shown that over 60 
per cent of all councils have set up 
or are proposing to set up their own 
housing development companies. 

This formation of a separate private 
company is as advised within 
legislation so we are not doing 
anything out of the ordinary.

Time to consider 
other viewpoints 

IN his letter of January 11, William 
Gittus, of Jockey Club Estates, states 
"Nobody believes that any but a very 
few houses at Hatchfield Farm would 
be occupied by people who actually 
work in Newmarket, rather it would 
be a dormitory development for 
Cambridge" and re the possible 145 
JCE houses "Furthermore any traffic 
impact would be properly mitigated 
- the same could not be said for 
Hatchfield Farm." 

Mr Gittus, I believe, is stating his 
opinion - not fact - and his opinions 
are contrary to the conclusions of the 
planning inspector and the decision 
of Forest Heath Development 
Control Committee, which approved 
the Hatchfield development. Of 
course, we await the result of the 
legal challenge to the Secretary 
of State's decision to veto the 
Hatchfield project. 

Such attitudes of the racing 
hierarchy, basically 'we are always 
right', I feel, have been a blight on 
the development of Newmarket and 
indeed the racing industry for far too 
long. It really is overdue for some 
to get off their high horses, take off 
their blinkers and try to consider the 
viewpoints of others.

Austerity has 
led to this 

I WOULD like to add a comment 
on Theresa May's latest speech, 
where she raised the issue of mental 
health, and in particular children's 
mental health services. She suggests 
various community based solutions, 
such as extra training for teachers, 
GPs and social workers. That goes 
only some of the way. 

Might I suggest that the reality is 
that mental health services are in the 
tragic state they are in for the same 
reason that the whole of the NHS is 
in a desperate state. 

The reason is "austerity". The 
reason is that this government and 
the previous government have 
consistently cut funding, cut services, 
closed beds, and run down services 
which previously provided excellent 
care. The reason is that this Tory 
Government is intent on privatisation 
of the NHS. 

My personal experience gives an 
example. I worked in an NHS child 
mental health service in West Suffolk 
for many years, and I experienced 
the steady erosion of our service. 
Specialist units were disbanded, 
highly qualified and experienced 
staff were forced to re-apply for 
their jobs, which (if they still had 
jobs) were downgraded and lower 
paid. Specialised premises were lost. 
Morale suffered. Above all, of course, 
the patients suffered. Waiting lists 
increased. Appropriate treatment 
(both the type of treatment and the 
timescale) was often dictated by non- 
clinical managers. Multi-disciplinary 
work was reduced due to time 
pressure and staff shortage. Decisions 
were based on financial requirements 
rather than clinical need. 

This is the situation now. NHS, 
Social Care, Education. Dedicated, 
hard-pressed staff struggle to provide 
the services they wish to provide. 

The funding crisis can be resolved. 

All it takes is the political will to put 
funding into people's lives rather 
than the pockets of the tiny minority 
of the super-rich.

*We need housing with 
all-weather racecourse’

THE leader of Forest Heath 
District Council believes the 
Jockey Club needs to consid¬ 
er housing and infrastruc¬ 
ture in Newmarket with any 
new racecourse plans. 

This comes after plans 
for a new all-weather race¬ 
course were unveiled as part 
of a 10-year, £500 million in¬ 
vestment by the Jockey Club. 

The plans would be sub¬ 
ject to the redevelopment at 
Kempton Park racecourse in 
south-west London - which 
“could be demolished for 
housing by 2021.” 

Cllr James Waters told the 
News: “We’re an open-for- 
business council and area, 
and we’re open to any form 
of commercialisation and 
business coming into the 
area, but it needs to be bal¬ 
anced. Newmarket will need 
housing and infrastructure. 
It’s similar to the Mildenhall 
RAF base. Any forward plan¬ 
ning must ensure that we 
have a balance. 

“You can’t predominantly 
put a racing rule if it’s just 
going to benefit the racing 
industry - it has to benefit 
all parties. As Donald Trump 
said, this could be a wonder¬ 
ful thing. 

“You’ve got the Hatchfield 
Farm decision - you’ve got 
housing in and around the 
Newmarket area which have 
been challenged by racing 
and the Jockey Club - but my 
council agreed with those 
plans initially. 


“There are people in and 
around Newmarket that 
aren’t predominantly linked 
to racing, and they’ve got 
just as much say.” 

If the planning permission 
is successful for the housing 
development at Kempton 
Park, more than 3,000 homes 
could be built on the site at 
Sunbury, in the hope that it 
could raise a minimum of 
£100 million. 

The Jockey Club would 
use those funds to invest in 
the all-weather track which 
would be at The Links in 
Newmarket. 

The application would 
however need the approval 
of East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

However, Cllr Andy Drum¬ 
mond, Mayor of Newmarket, 
said: “In terms of housing, 
we’re very close to our tar¬ 
get. The shortfall is only 150 
houses in the whole of Forest 
Heath in the next 10 years. It’s 
15 houses per year that we’re 
short and we’ll find those as 
windfall sites. There’s no way 
that any constraints could be 
put in this for housing. 

“There will be enough go¬ 
ing on in the district to find 
15 homes in the year for the 
next few years. We don’t need 
those 400 homes in New¬ 
market.” 

Cllr Amy Starkey said: 
“The all-weather racecourse 
in Newmarket is subject to 
the redevelopment of Kemp¬ 
ton Park which is in its very 
early stages. 

“Alongside progress at 
Kempton Park, Jockey Club 
racecourses will make pro-

Drivers given 
warning of 
improvements 

HIGHWAYS England will be carry¬ 
ing out improvement work to sev¬ 
eral roads this month 

Improvement work is being car¬ 
ried out on the A14 at Junction 45 
Rookery Crossroads /Rougham. 
Work includes construction of 
new eastbound slip roads, which 
are being funded by Suffolk Coun¬ 
ty Council as part of the Bury St 
Edmunds Eastern Relief Road 
scheme. 

There is a 24-hour, 40mph speed 
limit in place throughout the work 
for safety reasons.

Home ‘requires 
improvement’ 


A CARE home in Newmarket 
has been given a ‘requires 
improvement’ rating by the 
Care Quality Commission 
(CQC). 

Childwick House in How¬ 
ard de Walden Way, owned 
and managed by Orbit 
Group Limited, did not 
meet the standards set by 
the CQC in terms of safety, 
effectiveness, response or 
management. 

It did meet a ‘good’ stand¬ 
ard of care. 

A notable issue in the re¬ 
port found that a person 
who needed blood thinning 
medicine did “not always 
receive the correct dose”, 
which could have resulted 
in “serious impact on their 
health”.

The CQC report, pub¬ 
lished on lanuary 11, said: 
“Staff mostly understood 
their responsibilities in 
safeguarding people from 
abuse, but we found that 
some matters had not been 
appropriately referred to the 
local authority for investiga¬ 
tion or notified to us. 

“The service assessed 
risks people faced but infor¬ 
mation was not comprehen¬ 
sive and some risks had not 
been assessed. 

“Medicines were not al¬ 
ways administered safely 
and errors were identified 
which place people at risk 


of harm. Records related to 
medicines were not clear 
and the provider addressed 
this issue by the time of our 
second inspection visit.” 

The report added that 
staff were “caring” and peo¬ 
ple were treated “respect¬ 
fully” and their “dignity was 
maintained”. 

Angela Rankin, head of 
Independent Living East 
and South, Orbit, told the 
News: “We are aware of the 
findings in the report. We 
are already working on an 
improvement plan and will 
be reporting our actions 
directly back to the CQC at 
the end of this month. If any 
customers wish to discuss 
this with us, we encourage 
them to contact us directly.” 


Council invests in 'sustainable future' 


FOREST Heath District 
Council and St Edmunsbury 
Borough Council will 
provide funding grants of 
more than £340,000 to help 
tackle domestic abuse and 
rural isolation.

Historic finds dug

AN archaeological excavation at a 
Soham housing site has uncovered 
ancient Iron Age and Anglo Saxon 
artefacts. 

The work was carried at Morris 
Gardens where 87 new homes are 
being built. 

Archeologists from the Univer¬ 
sity of London (UCL) carried out 
the work and are in the process of 
assessing and cataloguing the arte¬ 
facts. 

These include a number of well- 
preserved Anglo-Saxon objects, 
items of jewellery, ornaments, 
buckets, tweezers, buckles and 
weapons such as spears and shields. 

David Ivell, technical director at 
the Bovis Homes site, said: “By de¬ 
veloping this land, we were able to 
give Archaeology South-East the 
opportunity to investigate the area. 

“We’re delighted that it uncov¬ 
ered items of interest that will help 
future generations to understand 
how the land here has changed 
over many centuries, from an ag¬ 
ricultural settlement for Roman 
families, right through to becoming 
the modern new homes site we are 
building here today.” 

Other finds included an elaborate 
bone comb, beaded jewellery made 
of glass, amber, jet, and amethyst as 
well as personal items such as silver 
wrist clasps, bone pins, and rings. 

On some brooches and metal ob¬ 
jects, rare fragments of Anglo Saxon 
textiles were preserved, allowing 
experts to detail the cloth’s weave 
pattern. 

It is hoped the preserved frag¬ 
ments will help experts understand 
the textile technology to recon¬ 
struct Anglo-Saxon clothing. 

Assistant director of UCL’s Ar¬ 
chaeology South-East, Louise 
Rayner, said: “The site was expected 
to contain archaeological remains 
after a large excavation immediate¬ 
ly to the south-east had previously 
uncovered extensive evidence for 
the Late Bronze Age, Iron Age and 
Roman periods, but it was great to 
discover such a range of artefacts”. 

“Among the discoveries was a 
large, ditched Iron Age enclosure, at 
least 2.5m wide and 2m deep meas¬ 
uring 50m by at least 20m. 


“The enclosures form part of a 
productive agricultural landscape 
with finds of quernstones for pro¬ 
cessing grain, animal bones and 
other domestic refuse, and pits 
possibly used for grain storage. Al¬ 
though no buildings were identi¬ 


fied, it is likely a settlement focus 
was located nearby.”

HORSE RACING 

MP welcomes horse racing betting levy reform 


TOWN MP Matthew Hancock has 
welcomed plans to reform the horse 
race betting levy in the UK. 

This comes after the government 
announced plans to charge all bet¬ 
ting firms - including those offshore 
- a 10 per cent levy on profits made 
from British horse races. 

The government hopes to imple¬ 
ment the reforms by April. 

Sports Minister Tracey Crouch 
said the move would make sure 
“gambling firms pay a fair return” to 
the sport of horse racing. 


Mr Hancock said: “After six years 
of hard work by many people, I am 
delighted that the outdated horse 
race betting levy is to be replaced. I 
pay tribute to the impeccably even- 
handed role Tracey Crouch has 
played in developing this balanced 
approach which will bring stability 
and security to racing finances. Cru¬ 
cially, as a permanent arrangement, 
racing and betting can now work 
better together on agreed terms for 
the future.” 

The plans will apply to all opera¬ 


tors which take bets on British racing 
from customers based in Britain. 

The current system, which was put 
in place in 1961, only requires UK- 
based betting firms to pay the levy. 

The new plan means all operators 
would have to pay 10 per cent of the 
gross profits above the first £500,000. 

The plan could still face complex 
legal issues, say betting firms. 

This is because the plans are sub¬ 
ject to passing European Union state 
aid rules, which could delay the re¬ 
forms beyond April.

People seeking help for 
anxiety on the increase

AN expert who specialises in anxiety 
management has seen a 60 per cent 
rise in the number of people com¬ 
ing to see him for help with anxiety, 
stress and depression in the past 12 
months. 

Hypnotherapist Dan Regan, who 
has practices in Ely and Newmar¬ 
ket, said more people have come to 
see him “who are exhausted from 
their struggle with all those drain¬ 
ing thoughts and feelings that leave 
them stuck in a cycle of dread, worry 
and fear”. 

It comes after new figures revealed 
a rise in the number of staff going off 
sick for anxiety, stress and depres¬ 
sion at Addenbrooke’s hospital. Staff 
being absent for psychiatric illness 
has risen by 4.2 per cent in the last 
12 months. 

Dan said the majority of his clients 
are female, which is in line with re¬ 
cent studies showing that women 
are nearly twice as likely to suffer 
anxiety as men and that women suf¬ 
fer significantly higher levels of work 
related stress, anxiety and depres¬

sion than men. 

“The anxiety, stress and depres¬ 
sion can damage their relationships, 
friendships and careers and leave 
them feeling like things will never 
get better,” he said. 

“More people are seeking help as 
they become aware that there are 
effective treatments available, such 


as hypnotherapy, which means they 
don’t just have to live with their anxi¬ 
ety, stress and depression. I’ve found 
that the more people I help, the 
more they refer others to me when 
they see them struggling. 

“As an expert in these areas, my 
role is to help them break those 
thoughts and patterns so they can 
break free of unwanted thoughts 
and feelings and move forward feel¬ 
ing calm, confident and in control 
and really start enjoying life more 
again.” 

The hypnotherapist said talking 
to someone who will be “supportive 
and constructive” is a good starting 
point. 

“Many people with anxiety, stress 
and depression can feel that no- 
one will want to listen to them and 
they may also have become adept at 
working around it and giving the ap¬ 
pearance of being OK to the outside 
world,” he said. 

“Yet all those internal thoughts 
and feelings can simply multiply 
and grow. I would also advise speak¬ 
ing to their GP about what they are 
experiencing. I will often advise cli¬ 
ents to get back to basics in terms of 
taking care of themselves. Often caf¬ 


feine, smoking, drinking and food 
can be used for short term relief or 
to try and mask things, yet these 
just exacerbate the anxiety, stress 
and depression and so cutting back, 
combined with effective therapy to 
sort the underlying issues, will help.” 

Dan said he would advise people to 
do three things to start feeling better. 
“Every day go for a 10 minute brisk 
walk,” he said. “This gives an outlet 
for all the physical symptoms of the 
anxiety, dread and worry. Learn how 
to find some mental space. Anxiety 
and depression are like having a to¬ 
tally stressed out brain that leaves 
you struggling to think clearly or to 
concentrate. To start creating that 
space, I always suggest my clients 
find 20 minutes every day to calm 
their mind. 

“Firstly, they can trigger their 
natural relaxation process by ex¬ 
tending their out breath. This can 
be done easily by initially holding 
their breath for five seconds then 
breathing out to an internal count of 
11. Then they get their brain to start 
thinking more clearly by starting to 
count backwards from three hun¬ 
dreds in units of three on every out 
breath.” 


Tips to keep

Ashley Bateman, DVSA’s as¬ 
sistant chief driving examiner, 
said: “Road conditions can sud¬ 
denly change during the winter, 
so being well prepared is vital. 

“Drivers can help to keep 
themselves and other road us¬ 
ers safe by carrying out basic 
safety checks and following the 
advice in The Highway Code 
about driving in winter weath¬ 
er.” 

Drivers can prepare by plan¬ 
ning their journey. 

Check the weather forecast 
and road conditions, consider 
other routes or types of trans¬ 
port, allow extra time for your 
journey, ensure that your vehi¬ 
cle is prepared for the journey, 
carry warm clothing, blankets, 
hot drinks, a torch, a shovel, 
and suitable footwear. 

Drivers should keep their 
lights, windows and mirrors 
clean and free from ice and 
snow, add anti-freeze to the ra¬ 
diator and winter additive to the 
windscreen washer bottles and 
make sure wipers and lights are 
in good working order.

Ancient vase 
goes on display

AN HISTORIC horseracing 
trophy has been loaned to 
the National Heritage Centre 
for Horseracing and Sport¬ 
ing Art for six months. 

The black-figured Pana- 
thenaic pottery prize-am¬ 
phora is one of the oldest 
horseracing trophies, made 
around 500 to 490BC in Ath¬ 
ens. 

It was lent to the new 
horseracing landmark by the 
British Museum. 

Chris Garibaldi, director 
at Palace House Newmar¬ 
ket, said: “We are thrilled to 
be displaying this wonderful 
Greek pottery vase from the 
British Museum. 

“Not only is it a fantastic 
addition to the displays at 
the National Horseracing 
Museum but it highlights 
our ambition to show the 
very finest objects relating to 
the history of racing. 

“It sets the widest histori¬ 



cal and cultural context for 
the museum’s own collec¬ 
tions and allows us to tell the 
story of horseracing from 
the classical world right up 
to the modern period. 

“We are hugely grateful to 
the British Museum for the 
loan. We hope that visitors 


enjoy coming to see this very 
special object - apart from 
anything else, it is absolutely 
beautiful.” 

The amphora would have 
been given to the winner of 
the horse race in the Pana- 
thenaic Games held every 
four years in the Greek capi¬ 
tal, in honour of the goddess 
Athena. 

These particular ampho- 
ras would have been full of 
Athenian olive oil, which was 
a valuable commodity used 
for cleansing the body, light¬ 
ing and cooking. 

This amphora, at 65cm in 
height and 40cm in diameter, 
has an illustration of a horse 
race with two long-haired 
youths on horseback riding 
at full speed - each holding a 
three-thonged whip. 

The design is attributed to 
the Eucharides Painter, who 
was an ancient Greek artist.

Aspiring actress Mia (Emma Stone) 
works as a barista in between auditions, 
which repeatedly end in crushing 
rejection. On a traffic-jammed Los 
Angeles freeway, she crosses paths with 
talented pianist Sebastian (Ryan Gosling), 
who reveres jazz in its purest form, but is 
forced to play saccharine standards by 
restaurant owner Bill (IK Simmons).

they meet at a party in the Hollywood 
hills, where they share dreams for the 
future beneath the twinkling stars of the 
Californian night sky. 

Sebastian is convinced he can 
spearhead a new appreciation for music 
until an old classmate, Keith (lohn 
Legend), questions his devotion to 
masters of a bygone era. 

"You're holding onto the past,” laments 
Keith, "but jazz is about the future.” 

While Mia prepares to stage her 
semi-autobiographical one-woman show 
So Long, Boulder City, Sebastian agrees to 
play keyboard in Keith's soulless, 
chart-friendly band The Messengers. 

Frustrations between the couple 
come to a head in a fractious to 


and fro about artistic integrity.

ANGUISHED silences 
between members of a 
fractured Massachusetts 
family speak volumes about 
the loss of a son in writer- 
director Kenneth Lonergan's 
elegiac drama. 

Set in and around the 
titular coastal community, 
Manchester By The Sea 
eloquently explores universal 
themes of grief, guilt and 
sexual awakening through the 
eyes of a 40-year-old 
handyman. 

Lonergan sketches his 
internally conflicted central 
character with patience and 
precision, gifting a peach of a 


role to Casey Affleck, who 
seems destined to triumph 
at this year's Oscars for his 
nuanced, emotionally raw 
portrayal. 

Lee Chandler 
(Affleck) works as a 
janitor in a small 
apartment 
building in 
Chicago. It's an 
unedifying exist¬ 
ence and Lee 
unfairly channels 
his resentment at 
the tenants. 

Out of the blue, 

Lee receives a telephone call 
from family friend George 
(CJ Wilson). 

His older brother Joe (Kyle 
Chandler) has suffered a 
heart attack. 


By the time Lee arrives at 
the hospital, Joe has passed 
and the younger sibling must 
break the tragic news to 
his truculent 16-year-old 
nephew, Patrick (Lucas 
Hedges). 

A meeting with 
family lawyer Wes 
(Josh Hamilton) 
reveals that Joe 
named Lee as 
Patrick's legal 
guardian. 

"It was supposed 
to be my Uncle

back-up/' mumbles Lee, who 
is reluctant to be a parent 
again after the breakdown of 
his marriage to Randi 
(Michelle Williams).

Manchester By The Sea is 
anchored by Affleck's 
understated yet devastating 
portrayal, and the touching 
on-screen chemistry with 
co-star Hedges. 

Awkwardness between the 
generations is perfectly 
conveyed in the dialogue. 

Co-star Williams is a 
potent maternal force in her 
few scenes, desperate to 
salve the deep wounds of an 
accidental and tragic past. 

At 137 minutes, Lonergan's 
film does feel slightly 
overlong. 

Self-realisation, if it ever 
comes, takes time.

Michael Lewis’s books inspired Oscar-winning movies like The Big Short 
and The Blind Side. He tells HANNAH STEPHENSON about the 
‘odd’ relationship at the heart of his new work, The Undoing Project 


H E HAS been a regular on 
the American talk show 
circuit for years now, 
fielding questions on 
subjects like the global 
financial crisis, how low-budget 
sports teams achieve success and, 
more recently, the psychology 
behind the Trump presidential 
victory. 

New Orleans-born author and 
financial journalist Michael Lewis, 
56, whose books have been made 
into movies including The Big 
Short, Moneyball and The Blind 
Side, has now focused his 
attentions on a true, but unique, 
love story. 

The Undoing Project follows the 
story of two psychology professors, 
Daniel Kahneman and Amos 
Tversky, who met in war-torn 1960s 
Israel and formed an extraordinary 
intellectual collaboration. 

Together they developed the field 
of behavioural economics, with 
Kahneman winning a Nobel Prize 
(his acclaimed book, Thinking Fast 
And Slow, sold 1.7 million copies). 

"It's a love story at the heart of it, 
which gets sadder and sadder," 
Michael reveals. "They fell for each 
other because each had something 
the other wished he'd had. Amos 
wanted to be a literary poet, but he 
was a logician, a scientist type. 
Danny, when he was young, forced 
himself into science, but I think he 
was really a poet or a literary type.” 

The story has the potential for a 
great movie - two heterosexual 
intellectuals fall in love through 
their work, spend so much time 
together that their wives and

families feel neglected, then fall out 
when one is feted more than the 
other and finally reunite before a 
tragic ending. 

"I've had offers, but I haven't sold 
it," he says. "I want to give it more 
time. Someone will buy the film 
rights. The issue is, will they make 
it? I've learned through experience 
that it really matters whose hands 
you put the thing into." 

Michael has been to Oscar 
ceremonies when his movies have 
been up for awards 
- Moneyball received 
six nominations, The 
Blind Side scooped a 
Best Actress gong for 
Sandra Bullock and 
The Big Short won 
Best Adapted 
Screenplay - despite 
having limited 
involvement in the 
films. 

He says: "I've 
loved the films. I've 
been amazed by how 
well they've turned out. One of the 
reasons they've come out that well 
is because nobody's listened to 
me!” 

He did, however, hang out with 
Brad Pitt and Christian Bale when 
The Big Short was being made. 

"They are amazingly normal 
people. With three movies, I've 
met nobody who behaved badly, 
or tried to pull rank or seem 
important. The environment feels 
like a collection of craftsmen who 
really care about how they do the 
work.” 

He says he could see Christian 


Bale in the role of Tversky, and 
Sacha Baron Cohen as Kahneman: 
"To have him play a depressive 
neurotic - and he is half Israeli -1 
think he'd completely get it.” 

In real life, the two psychologists 
published a series of seminal 
articles in the field of judgment and 
decision-making, discovering that 
we are programmed to make 
certain kinds of mistakes, not just 
out of stupidity. "Collections of 
minds can make errors, markets 
can go wrong, elections 
can go wrong,” Michael 
explains. 

What makes the story so 
compelling is that the men 
were complete opposites. 

"Danny was always sure 
he was wrong. Amos was 
always sure he was right. 
Danny didn't go to parties. 
Amos was the life and soul 
of the party. Danny was 
massively untidy. Amos 
was pedantically neat.” 
Throughout their 
collaboration, during their waking 
hours they could usually be found 
together. 

Their close asexual relationship 
affected their families, Michael 
agrees. Kahneman married and 
had a son and daughter, but 
seemed to live for his work and 
wasn't a very happy person. 

He later left his wife to marry 
psychologist Anne Treisman, but 
there's no doubt the wider family 
felt neglected because of their 
friendship. 

"Danny's first marriage unrav¬ 
elled and his second almost did. 



Amos made it clear that Danny was 
the most important relationship in 
his life. 

"The moment I love most in the 
relationship is when Danny leaves 
his wife for another woman, and 
with that other woman on what's 
supposed to be an incredibly 
romantic trip to Paris, he's engaged 
in writing love letters to Amos.” 

Their partnership soured when 
they left Israel for North America in 
1981. As Tversky embraced the 
stardom, they lost touch for more 
than a decade - until Tversky 
discovered he was dying from 
cancer, and called Kahneman to 
tell him he had six months to live. 

Tversky died in 1996, aged 59 but 
spent the last six months close. 
"They didn't work together, but 
they talked every day," says 
Michael. "Among the last things 
Amos said to Danny was, 'I want 
you to know that out of all the 
people on the planet, you're the 
one who caused me the most pain!'

UK Car of the Year hails 
top ten after first round 


C ARS from 10 different 

manufacturers have been hailed 
best-in-class after the first round 
of voting in the UK Car of the Year 
Awards 201 7. 

The list includes more honours for 
Jaguar's fast-selling F-PACE SUV and 
wins for the first time in the awards 
for Hyundai, SEAT, Renault and 
Toyota. 

The shortlisted models, selected by 
a panel of 28 of the nation's leading 
motoring writers, will now go forward 
to the final round where the winner 
if the UK Car of the Year will be 
announced on February 24. 

Winning their first UK Car of the 
Year Awards were Hyundai, Toyota, 


Renault and SEAT. 

In the Best Small Hatch class, 
the Hyundai IONIQ beat off stiff 
competition to win, while the latest 
generation of Toyota's Prius was voted 
Best Family Car. 

Renault's Scenic/Grand Scenic has 
been named Best MPV, and in the 
popular category of Best Crossover 
the SEAT Ateca came out on top. 

The UK Car of the Year Awards 
201 7 also proved fruitful for two 
German manufacturers, as Mercedes- 
Benz and Porsche claimed two prizes 
apiece. 

In the Best Executive Car category, 
the Mercedes-Benz E-Class took top 
spot, while the S-Class Cabriolet was 


hailed as Best Cabriolet. 

The Porsche pairing of the 718 
Cayman and Boxster were voted 
Best Coupe and Best Sports Car 
respectively. 

After winning the title of Best 
Luxury Car in 2015 with its Ghost, 
Rolls-Royce once again triumphed in 
the category with the Dawn. 

At the other end of the driving 
spectrum, Ford reclaimed the Best 
Performance Car crown with the 
Focus RS, having previously won the 
category in 2014 with the Fiesta ST. 

Best Estate Car was judged to 
be Volvo's V90 and the new Large 
Crossover category was won by the 
Jaguar F-PACE.

F ollowing its consultation 
with the insurance industry, the 
government has published plans 
on how insurance would work with 
driverless cars of the future. 

In a consultation process which 
included the AA, the plans have been 
developed as more cars with driver 
assist features are coming on the road. 

Michael Lloyd, the AA's director 
of insurance said: "The proposals 
reflect the AA's view that compulsory 
insurance should be extended to 
driverless cars. 

"This single insurer model will 
ensure that in the event of a collision, 
the not-at-fault party will be properly 
compensated in the way that motor 
insurance works now. 

"Many questions remain to be 
resolved but this principle will 
allow for smooth handling of claims 
immediately after a collision and the 
question of liability can be sorted out 
in the background. 

"The fact remains that there are 
issues relating to where liability will 
ultimately lay, especially if there is 
some kind of fault relating to the 
software operating the vehicle." 

The proposals permit insurers to 
develop policies in a competitive 
market and will form part of the

planned-for Modern Transport Bill, 
which will set out regulations for 
driverless and automated vehicles. 

Says Lloyd: "The insurance market 
is changing very fast. Insurers and 
brokers need to be ready to meet 
the new challenges that automation 
presents." 

The AA is already trialling a 
connected car system that monitors 
on-board systems as well as driver 
behaviours with 10,000 units installed 
in AA members' vehicles. 

"This is the kind of technology that 
will form the basis of insurance in the 
future - whether cars are in driverless 
mode or being driven. 

"It's offering some very exciting 
prospects that the AA is certainly well 
equipped to meet." 

The AA quizzed its members on 
their willingness to accept driverless 
technology and it found that 65 per 
cent enjoyed driving too much to 
consider using a driverless car. 

"However the concept is 
becoming increasingly accepted. 
Although I believe the widespread 
use of driverless cars is at least a 
decade away, it offers tremendous 


opportunities for many people, not 
least those making long journeys 
and older drivers who still need to 
maintain their independence but 
would otherwise be forced to hang up 
their car keys." 

The ten-year outlook could be 
disputed. Insurer Adrian Flux believes 
that the driverless era in the UK could 
be nearer, and points to three factors 
accelerating the speed of progress in 
the sector: 

1. Motorway Tests: There have been 
reports that a sectioonm of the M6 
has been earmarkeed fior tests by the 
Ministry of Transport. 

2. Volvo, Ford and Nissan have 
indicated they want to trial their 
driverless vehicles in the south of 
England this year. 

3. More and more cars have driver 
assist features. 

Set against this, a US AA report 
found that 80 per cent of US drivers 
don't trust driverless technology and 
wouldn't want to own such a vehicle. 

So it could be that the ten years 
before the driverless era really begins 
that the AA refers to may reflect the 
fact the time it will take UK drivers to 
accept the idea - rather than the time 
it will take for the technology to get 
up to speed.

ANTIQUARIUM led home 
a Godolphin one-two in the 
Betway Conditions Stakes at 
Wolverhampton on Monday. 

Last season's Northumberland 
Plate hero was running for the 
first time since being unplaced 
in the Ebor at York in August, 
but he showed no signs of 
ring-rustiness as he saw off the 
pacesetting Famous Kid. 

Saeed bin Surror's charge 
made a bold bid to make 
all the running, but the 6-5 
favourite could not cope with 


the formidable challenge of 
the Charlie Appleby-trained 
Antiquarium (6-4). 

Ridden by Adam Kirby, the 
five-year-old got the verdict by 
a length and three-quarters in 
a fast-track qualifier for All- 
Weather Finals Day at Lingfield 
on Good Friday. 

"I'm very pleased with him," 
said Kirby. 

"He's an easy-actioned horse. 
He's very clear-winded and easy 
to ride. 

"We went a good pace. They 


steadied up with a circuit to go 
but we got going again. 

"He didn't pull, he was relaxed 
and is the perfect horse for the 
all-weather. 

"He stays and there's no point 
complicating things. He gave me 
a great feel and he'll be there or 
thereabouts on Good Friday. 

"He should be a major player."

Conditions Stakes on Finals Day. 


Francome criticises 
plans for all-weather 
course at Newmarket 


SEVEN-times champion jumps 
jockey John Francome said he is "not 
impressed" by plans to close Kempton 
and open a new all-weather track at 
Newmarket. 

Owners Jockey Club Racecourses 
announced last Tuesday proposals 
to close down Kempton for housing 
redevelopment "from 2021 at the 
earliest". 

To fill the void left by the potential 
absence of a Flat track at Kempton, 
the Jockey Club's land at The Links 
in Newmarket is the "front-running 
location" for a new floodlit all-weather 
circuit. 

But Francome said: "There is already 
one (an all-weather track) 30 miles down 
the road at Chelmsford. 

"If you gave an idiot a map of Britain 
and said, 'Where do you want another 
all-weather gallop?', he wouldn't put it at 
Newmarket. 

"I'm completely not impressed. If 
someone else was selling Kempton Park 
today, the Jockey Club would be rallying 
round saying, 'We must buy it'. 

"Instead of that they are trying to sell it. 
I don't understand why they don't reach 
a compromise and build houses on some 
of it. They've done that at Newbury and, 
in many ways, it's enhanced it." 

The Jockey Club insists that Kempton 
will only be closed down if the move 
generates in excess of £100m investment 
and that the proposed all-weather circuit 
at Newmarket is given the green light. 

Jockey Club chief executive Bazalgette 
believes a new all-weather circuit at the 
so-called Home of British racing would 
make life "so much easier" for those who 
work in the industry. 

He said: "It (Kempton) is actually 


nearer to Lingfield than Newmarket is to 
Chelmsford. 

"By putting it at Newmarket, you've 
suddenly put it on the doorstep of the 
biggest training grounds in the world. 

"Stable staff have to go and travel a 
lot to go racing. This makes their life so 
much easier." 

"It does the most good for the most 
horsemen." 

On the subject of compromise, 
Bazalgette said: "Of course there can be 
a compromise. 

"We've been looking at working at the 
back-lands - there have been discussions 
about that for several years. 

"But if you want to build on Green Belt 
land, which is what Kempton Park is, you 
have to look at the whole thing. 

"It's a much stronger position to put 
in land that's already been built on 
and protect some of the parkland, plus 
generating significantly more money. 

"We've specifically been looking at it 
for the last three years. In the last couple 
of months, the local council have realised 
that they are so far behind house¬ 
building that they need to do something 
major. 

"We had to take a decision about 
whether we were going to discuss with 
them the possibility of the whole site or 
part of the site. 

"We're in a much, much stronger 
position if we put the whole site in. 

"If we can invest £500m or more - 
and we think it will be significantly more 
- in the sport over the next 10 years 
and onwards, we can make a material 
difference to this sport. 

"In the end, it's a Jockey Club decision. 
The Jockey Club exists for the long-term 
interests of British racing." 


Impressive Jockeys end 
Gorleston’s unbeaten run 


NEWMARKET Town brought 
Gorleston’s unbeaten run in the 
Thurlow Nunn League, Premier 
Division to a shuddering halt 
with an impressive 8-2 win at the 
Ridgeons Stadium. 

The Jockeys went into the game 
expecting a tough test, and that 
was how it appeared as the visitors 
dominated the opening exchanges, 
moving the ball quickly and putting 
Newmarket under pressure. 

But hat-trick hero Austin Diaper 
got the ball rolling for the home 
side when he scored a superb goal 
from 35 yards.

Jamie Thurlbourne doubled the 
lead on the half hour after beating 
two defenders and rifling the ball 
home, and he got a second shortly 
afterwards following good work by 
Paul Betson.

Newmarket were soon back on the 
front foot again. 

Substitute Jordan Foster made it 
6-2, and after Diaper completed his 
hat-trick in stoppage time, Foster 
netted again to complete a superb 
team performance. 

“It was a great performance,” said 
Newmarket boss Kevin Grainger. 

“I didn’t expect us to do it 
against Gorleston, but we’ve been 
threatening to do that to a few 
teams for quite a while. 


“We’ve been playing some really 
good football. We’ve got such a good 
group of lads who work hard for 
each other. 

“It’s great to have brought their 
unbeaten run to an end. And it 
wasn’t a lucky result. Gorleston 
took it well. They’ve been on a 
fantastic run. 

“This result gets us back into it 
near the top. 

“We’re not going to get carried 
away though.” 

Newmarket received some more 
good news when figures released by 
the league revaled that the Jockeys 


finished 2016 with the best disci¬ 
pline record in league games for the 
season so far. 

They have picked up just 14 
bookings and no red cards. 
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
